Treatment of Malaria 


Both the prevention 
and 
treat­ 
ment of malaria may be accomplish­ 
ed through the use of quinine. This 
is the only specific available and can 
be relied upon to give positive 
ac­ 
tion. 
Had the medicinal value of the 
bark of the cinchona tree never been 
discovered, malaria might as yet be 
a dreaded disease. 
As it is possible to secure immuni­ 
zation 
against 
typhoid 
fever and 
diphtheria, so also is it possible 
to 
acquire active immunity against ma­ 
laria. 
If quinine is taken by any one 
in small doses during the malarial 
season, it will prevent an attack 
of 
the fever. 
The usual dose is from 5 
to 10 grains every day and sometimes 
a dose of 4 grains is sufficient. As a 
rule no ill effects will be felt fi om 
taking quinie, however, some people 
experience slight 
discomfort 
from 
even a small dose. 
As is true in the 
case 
of other 
diseases, there 
are ( 
many who are insusceptible to 
ma- 
lari a and still others who acquire an | 
immunity after having been subject-I 
ed to several attacks of the disease. 
| 
The standard tratmc-nt 
for 
ma­ 
laria as recommended by the Nation­ 
al Malaria Committee and approved ( 
by the U. S. Public Health Service is 
as follows: 
For the acute attack: Ten grains of 
quinine sulphate 
by 
mouth, three 
times a day for at least three or four 
days, to be followed by ten grains be­ 
fore retiring each night 
for 
eight 
weeks. For infected persons not hav- j 
ing the acute symptoms at the time, 
only eight weeks treatment is 
re-' 
quired. 
The best advice that can be offered 
is that those suffering with malaria 
seek medical aid. 
One of the gieat- 
est handicaps in the control of ma­ 
laria is the fact that the majority of 
those who have chills and fevei do 
not 
receive 
adequate 
treatment. 
Those who do not take the proper

harbor 
within their 
system, 
the malaria parasite and are just

much a menace to public health

J 
AMES SMITH was eighteen years 
old In 1755. 
The French and In­ 
dian war wa* Just getting under way 
Some time that spring the boy Joined 
a road-building outfit in Pennsylvania. 
Brad dock’a army was to use that road 
in late June on its march westward to 
Fort Duquesne—and to defeat. 
One bright morning in early sum­ 
mer young Smith and a companion 
were traveling along this road J '1*®11 
three Indians ambushed them. 
Smith 
was captured and his comrade killed. 
Greatly to his surprise Smith was 
neither burned to death nor tortured, 
beyond being compelled to “run the 
fffiuntl&t.” 
He was forced to travel with the 
Indians 
through 
forests 
and 
over 
mountains. 
Finally, some weeks la­ 
ter, be was adopted into an Indian 
family. 
He lived with the Indians six 
years. 
After bis escape be wrote the , 
story of his remarkable adventures. 
I will quote from that story briefly: 
“The day after nay arrival at the 
town called Tulllhas, 
inhabited by 
Delawares, Caughnewagas and Mohi­ 
cans, a number of Indians collected 
about me and one of them began t«* 
pull the hair out of my head. 
He had 
some ashes on a piece of bark, in 
which he frequently dipped his An­ 
gers, In order to take a tinner hold. 
“So he went on as if he were pluck­ 
ing a turkey until he hud all the hair 
out of my head except a small spot 
three or four inches square on my 
crown; this they cut off with a pair 
of scissors, except three locks, which 
they dressed up in their owu mode. 
“Two of these they wrapped around 
with a narrow, headed garter made 
by themselves for that purpose. The 
other they plaited at full length and 
then stuck it full of silver brooches. 
After that they bored my nose and 
ears and fixed me off with earrings 
and nose Jewels. 
“Then they ordered me to strip off 
my clothes and put on a breech-clout, 
which I did; they then painted my 
bead, face and body in various colors 
“They put a large belt of wampum 
on my neck and silver bauds on my 
bands and right arm; and so an old 
chief led me out in the street and gave 
the alarm halloo, eoo-wigh, several 
times, repeated quick; and on tins all 
that were in the town came running 
and stood around the old chief who 
held me by the band in the midst. 
“A* I at that time knew nothing of 
tbelr mode of adoption, and had seen 
them put to death all they had taken 
and as I never learned that they saved 
a man alive at Braddock’s defeat, I 
made no doubt but that they were 
about to put me to death iu some 
cruel manner. 
“The old chief, holding me by the 
band, made a long speech, very loud, 
and when he had done, lie handed in * 
to three young squaws who led nn* 
by the hand down the bank Into the 
river until the water was up to our 
middle. 
, 
. 
“The squaws then made signs to no 
to plunge into the water but 1 did 
not understand tbern; I thought that 
the result of the council was that I 
■bould be drowned and these three 
young ladles were to be the execution 
ers 
They all three laid violent bold 
of me, and I for some time opposed 
them with all my might which occa 
iloned loud laughter by the multitude 
that were on the bank of the ri\ er. 
“At length one of the squaws made 
out to speak a little English, for 1 be 
lleve they began to be afraid of me, 
and said, ‘No hurt you.’ 
On this 1 
gave myself up to their ladyships who 
were as good os their word; 
for 
though tbev plunged me under water, 
and washed and scrubbed me severely, 
yet I could not say they hurt me 
much.“ 
Smith tells in detail how he was 
next conducted to the council, how 
his body was painted, how he was giv 
en new clothes, a pipe, tomahawk and 
a pouch made out of a polecat skin 
After smoking In silence for a time 
a chief arose and made a speech. This 
speech, translated to Smith by an in 
terpreter, was about like this: 
“My son, you are now flesh of our 
flesh, and bone of our bone. 
By the 
ceremony which was performed this 
day, every drop of white blood was 
washed out of your veins; you are 
taken Into the Caughnewago nation, 
and initiated into a warlike tribe; you 
are adopted into a great family, and 
cow received with great seriousness 
and solemnity In the room and place 
of a great man. 
“After what has passed this day you 
are now one of us by on old, stioug 
law and custom. My son, you have 
now nothing to fear—we are now uu 
der the same obligations to love, sup 
port and defend you that we are to 
love and defend one another; there­ 
fore, you are to consider yourself one 
of our people.”

By counting the ants that visited 
certain trees and by weighing hun­ 
gry ants going up them and gorged 
ants coming down, Dr. Oakland esti­ 
mated that through their aphid slav­ 
es ants in a year sap from the asei- 
age tree 13 pounds of sugar.

beets, carots, parsnips, etc., this fall, 
says County Agent Furry. The base-* 
ment of a home also offers' a good 
place to store the winter supply of 
garden crop?.. 
If there is a furnace 
in the basement 
a 
separate 
room 
should be partitioned off and insulat­ 
ed for the storage of the root crops 
away from the furnace. 
The base­ 
ment of any shed also gives the same 
conditions and is desirable, providing 
the temperature does not get below 
freezing. 
An outside pit, properly construct­

well drained place.

dug and 
lined with 
straw or leaves. 
The vegetables are
